What  is  the  year  in  which  all  of  these  things  happenned? 

French  Egyptologist  Champollion  deciphers  the  Rosetta  Stone,  opening  ancient 
Egyptian  writings  to  modern  man.  His  "phonetic  symbols"  breakthrough  may 
have  been  inspired  by  Sequoyah's  "talking  leaf"  introduced  last  year.  Pianist 
Franz  Liszt  makes  his  debut  at  age  eleven.  Yellow  fever  strikes  New  York  City, 
which  now  has  a population  of  124,000.  A news  item  this  year  notes  that  "An 
American  family  of  fourteen  can  live  comfortably  on  $3,000  a year".

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Capped  Bust  Half  Dollars 

Genuine  or  Counterfeit 

by  Frank  M.  Zapushek 


There  are  two  types  of  counterfeit  coins.  The  first  is  made  to  deceive  collectors. 
The  other  counterfeit  coin  is  produced  to  be  used  in  everyday  commerce. 

Let’s  look  at  the  Capped  Bust  half  dollars.  Why  would  someone  counterfeit  a half 
dollar  in  1832?  The  mint  produced  4,797,000  half  dollars  in  1832.  What  value 
could  a counterfeit  half  dollar  possibly  have  in  the  collector  market? 

In  1832,  fifty  cents  was  a lot  of  money.  Most  people  worked  all  day  for  a salary  of 
about  fifty  cents.  If  a counterfeiter  passed  one  fifty  cent  piece  a day  for  one  year, 
they  would  place  356  counterfeit  coins  into  circulation.  In  today’s  money  that 
would  be  an  addition  $3,752  for  the  year. 

The  degree  of  success  the  counterfeiters  achieved  was  determined  by  the  quality 
of  the  counterfeit  coins.  Some  counterfeit  coins  are  better  that  others.  Some  still 
pass  for  real  coins  today.  The  better  the  counterfeit,  the  more  money  the  counter- 
feiters enjoyed. 

Think  about  yourself,  how  much  time  do  you  spend  examining  your  change.  How 
much  time  is  spent  examining  a coin  when  it  was  spent  to  buy  groceries,  a hair 
cut,  lumber  or  paying  a bill. 

In  the  early  1800’s,  the  United  States  Mint  had  a serious  problem  producing 
enough  coins  to  met  the  demand.  Foreign  money  was  more  recognizable  than 
our  own  U.S.  coins.  British  tokens  and  pennies,  Spanish  mill  dollars  and  Mexi- 
can reales  (many  were  counterfeits)  were  used  in  everyday  transactions. 

Small  denomination  coins  like  the  half  dollar,  quarter,  dime,  nickels  and  cents 
were  in  short  supply.  Half  dollars  were  transferred  by  the  bag  between  banks  and 
businesses.  This  created  a easy  market  for  counterfeit  half  dollars. 

While  some  counterfeit  half  dollars  were  cast,  many  were  struck  with  dies.  The 
cast  coins  were  easier  to  detect  than  the  die  struck  counterfeit  coins.  Some  feel 
that  the  design  elements  of  a few  counterfeits  are  so  good  that  they  must  have 
been  struck  with  dies  made  from  the  original  Mint  hubs.  But  take  a minute  to 
examine  the  stars  and  letters  around  the  rim.  These  are  of  poor  quality. 

To  extend  the  life  of  the  counterfeit  dies,  counterfeiters  recut  the  dies.  The  result 
is  that  the  letters  begin  to  merge  together. 

Many  counterfeit  half  dollars  were  not  even  made  of  silver.  Many  where  made  of 
“German  Silver”,  which  contained  no  silver.  These  coins  were  made  with  a alloy 
made  of  55%  copper,  30%  zinc  and  15%  nickel.  The  weight  and  color  is  about  the

Holsman  Fore  today  joined  officials  from  the  U.S.  Military  Academy  (USMA)  for  a 
ceremonial  striking  of  the  2002  U.S.  Military  Academy  Bicentennial  Commemora- 
tive Coin.  Director  Fore  was  joined  by  USMA  Superintendent  Lt.  General  William  J. 
Lennox  Jr.;  Colonel  Pat  Kane,  Director  of  the  Bicentennial  Committee;  Colonel 
Seth  F.  Hudgins  (Retired),  President  Association  of  Graduates,  and  Cadet  First 
Captain  Andrew  Blickhahn,  the  top-ranking  USMA  cadet. 

“Recent  history  has  confirmed  the  importance  of  the  commitment  embodied  by 
the  institution  celebrated  by  these  beautiful  commemorative  coins,”  said  United 
States  Mint  Director  Henrietta  Holsman  Fore.  “The  Mint  is  proud  to  be  part  of  the 
program  that  honors  two  centuries  of  excellence,  courage  and  leadership.” 

“The  bicentennial  coin  is  an  enduring  treasure  that  commemorates  West  Point 
and  its  200  years  of  Timeless  Leadership,”  said  Colonel  Kane.  “It  gives  Ameri- 
cans the  opportunity  to  have  their  own  token  of  history  and  share  in  our  celebra- 
tion.” 

Director  Fore  will  also  join  U.S.  Treasurer  Rosario  Marin,  representatives  from 
the  U.S.  Postal  Service  and  USMA  Officials  in  honoring  the  U.S.  Military  Academy 
on  Saturday,  March  16,  2002,  with  the  official  launch  of  the  USMA  Bicentennial 
Commemorative  Coin  during  the  Academy’s  bicentennial  celebration. 

The  $1  silver  commemorative  coins  will  celebrate  the  bicentennial  of  the  United 
States  Military  Academy  at  West  Point,  New  York.  A maximum  mintage  of  500,000 
silver  USMA  Bicentennial  Commemorative  Coins  has  been  authorized.  The  pro- 
ceeds from  the  surcharges  of  these  coins  will  assist  the  Association  of  Gradu- 
ates’ efforts  to  provide  for  the  academic,  military,  physical,  moral  and  ethical 
development  programs  of  the  Corps  of  Cadets. 

The  obverse  of  the  2002  United  States  Military  Academy  Bicentennial  Commemo- 
rative Coin  was  designed  by  United  States  Mint  sculptor-engraver  James  Ferrell 
and  depicts  a cadet  color  guard  in  parade  exercise  with  the  Academy’s  Washing- 
ton Hall  and  Cadet  Chapel  in  the  background.  The  reverse  was  designed  by 
United  States  Mint  sculptor-engraver  John  Mercanti  and  depicts  the  military 
academy’s  bicentennial  logo.

France,  Prussia,  and  Russia)  sign  an  agreement  to  support  Spain  in  her  intention 
to  regain  her  American  colonies. 

The  US  President  sends  a stern  warning  to  Czar  Alexander  I that  any  attempt  to 
establish  a physical  presence  on  the  Pacific  Coast  will  be  met  by  force.  Britain  is 
in  full  concurrence  with  this  policy  and  the  US  is  banking  on  British  naval  support 
if  needed.  Britain  still  has  the  most  formidable  navy  in  the  world. 

Mexico's  new  Emperor  confirms  the  Spanish  grant  of  land  on  the  Rio  Brazos  to  the 
late  Moses  Austin.  Moses'  son  Stephen  will  exercise  this  grant,  bringing  many  to 
this  "Texican"  settlement. 

On  20  May  a black  informant  reveals  the  plan  for  a massive  slave  revolt  in  Charleston 
SC.  On  16  July  the  city  and  military  installations  of  Charleston  were  to  be  seized 
and  all  whites  eradicated.  One  hundred  thirty  slaves,  four  whites,  and  their  leader, 
Denmark  Vesely,  are  arrested  and  tried.  On  2 July  Vesely  and  thirty-four  slaves  are 
hanged.  The  four  whites  are  fined,  and  "Vesely's  Rebellion"  ends  two  weeks 
before  it  was  to  have  begun. 

All  of  these  things  happenned  in  1822. 

In  1822  the  US  Mint  in  Philadelphia  struck  almost  four  million  coins.  Over  half  of 
these  were  large  cents,  and  most  of  the  rest  were  half  dollars.  Half  dollars  of 
1822  are  common,  including  the  popular  1822  over  1821.  Half  dimes  and  quarter 
dollars  of  1822  are  much  more  scarce.  One  very  popular  1822  quarter  has  the 
denomination  25c  cut  over  50c.  This  one  brings  several  times  the  price  of  a non- 
error 1 822  quarter. 

The  rarest  1822-dated  US  coin  is  the  half  eagle.  Though  17,796  were  struck,  only 
three  are  known  today.  Two  of  these  are  in  Smithsonian,  one  from  the  National 
Collection  (formerly  called  "the  Mint  collection"  and  housed  at  the  Philadelphia 
mint),  and  the  second  from  the  Lilly  Collection  (bequeathed  to  Smithsonian  in 
1 968).  Amazingly  enough,  Harry  Bass  did  NOT  buy  the  other  one  when  it  came  up 
in  the  Eliasberg  sale  in  1982.  So  one  example  still  remains  outside  of  a mu- 
seum. 

Large  cents  of  1822  include  the  twelve  die-varieties  published  by  Frank  Andrews 
in  1883,  plus  two  other  varieties  discovered  in  1947  and  1992.  These  fourteen 
varieties  come  from  nine  obverse  dies  and  twelve  reverse  dies,  three  of  them 
being  carryovers  from  1820  and  1821.  Two  varieties  (N9,#13)  are  rare,  with  40-to- 
60  pieces  each.  One  (#14,  the  1992  discovery)  is  known  by  only  five  pieces 
grading  from  Good  to  Fine.

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The  most  recent  1822  #14  (Good  with  a scratch  on  the  face)  turned  up  on  eBay, 
closing  18  Feb  2002,  described  only  as  "1822  US  Cent  with  moderate  wear". 
Sounds  like  a five-to-ten-dollar  coin  to  me  --  so  I am  sure  the  seller  was  amazed 
at  the  $3,222  winning  bid.  ...  My  own  collection  still  lacks  this  variety.  Yep,  they're 
still  out  there  to  be  found  --  and  most  of  the  fun  is  still  in  the  hunt,  not  in  the  having.

same  as  circulated  coins  struck  on  silver.  But  almost  all  are  underweight. 

Counterfeit  half  dollars  came  from  within  the  United  States,  Canada,  Mexico  and 
Europe. 

Lets  look  at  this  problem  for  the  collectors  today.  Al  C.  Overton  list  23  die  mar- 
riages ( varieties)  for  the  genuine  1832  fifty  cent  piece.  This  is  made  up  of  15 
obverse  dies  and  16  reverse  dies.  While  on  the  counterfeit  1832  fifty  cent  pieces, 
there  are  1 4 different  varieties  known  today.  That  is  right,  over  1 4 different  counter- 
feit coin  varieties.  No  one  knows  how  many  pieces  were  made,  but  it  does  not 
make  sense  that  a counterfeiter  would  go  to  all  this  trouble  and  make  just  one 
coin. 

Some  years  with  high  numbers  of  different  counterfeit  coins:  1825  & 1826  - 7 
different,  1828  - 10  different  , 1829  - 9 different,  1830  - 13  different,  1831  - 11 
different,  1832  - 14  different,  1833  - 23  different,  1834  - 12  different,  1835  & 1836 
- 9 different,  1838  - 12  different  varieties.  And  you  think  all  your  Bust  half  dollars 
are  genuine? 

Were  you  aware  of  the  book  on  counterfeit  Bust  Halves.  “Contemporary  Counter- 
feit Capped  Bust  Half  Dollars”  by  Keith  R.  Davisnon.”  Yes,  counterfeit  coins.  One 
hundred  and  fifty  eight  pages  of  “KNOWN”  counterfeit  Capped  Bust  Half  Dollars. 
This  book  was  used  in  this  article. 

It  is  the  old  wise  tale  that  could  save  you  money.  “BUY  THE  BOOK  BEFORE  YOU 
BUY  THE  COIN”. 

I highly  recommend  books  that  give  die  markers  or  systems  to  help  identify  au- 
thentic coins.

Encyclopedia  of  United  States  Liberty  Seated  Quarters  by  Larry  Briggs,  Bust  Half 
Dollars,  The  Ultimate  Guide  to  Attributing  Bust  Half  Dollars  by  Dr.  Glen  R.  Peterson, 
Bust  Half  Dollars,  Early  Half  Dollar  Die  Varieties  1794  - 1836  3rd  Edition  by  Al  C. 
Overton,  and  Silver  Dollars,  The  United  States  Early  Silver  Dollars  1794  to  1803 
by  Jules  Reiver.
